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ICE  CREM  PRODUCTIOIT 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  during  August  vas  estimated  at 
76,510,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Ihis  vas  2 percent  more  than 
in  August  1959  snd  9 percent  larger  than  the  5 -year  195^-56  average  for  the  month. 
Output  totaling  h91, 590^000  gallons  the  first  8 months  of  this  year  vas  1 percent 
above  these  months  in  1959  9 percent  larger  than  the  5 -year  average  for 

this  period. 

Production  advanced  k percent  betveen  Ju2.y  and  August  this  year.  Tnis  vas  in 
contrast  vith  a 5 -percent  decline  at  this  time  a year  ago  snd  a 3 -percent  average 
decrease  in  the  195’t-58  period.  Temperat\rres  during  August  vere  belov  normal 
generally  vest  of  a line  from  Eastern  Montana  to  Southern  California  snd  in  an  area 
from  Nebraska  to  the  Texas  coast  and  eastvard  over  the  lover  Mississippi  Valley  to 
southern  Georgia  and  Florida.  Above  normal  temperatures  prevailed  over  most  of  the 
remainder  of  the  nation. 

Compared  vith  August  a year  ago,  ice  cream  production  increased  in  all  regions 
of  the  country  except  the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic^  vhere  it  vas 
nominally  unchanged.  Output  increased  2 percent  in  the  important  North  Atlantic 
Region,  vhere  Pennsylvania  shoved  a gain  of  6 percent  and  Nev  York,  a loss  of  3 per- 
cent. Increases  in  s.11  of  the  West  North  Central  States  except  Kansas  gave  the 
region  6 percent  hi^ier  prodLiction.  Output  vas  up  3 percent  in  the  South  Central 
States.  In  the  West,  the  increases  vere  5 percent  in  the. Mountain  States  and  A per- 
cent in  the  Pacific.  California's  output  vas  also  A percent  above  a year  earlier. 

Ice  cream  production  during  August  this  year  vas  above  the  5 -year,  I95A-50 
average  for  the  month  in  all  regions  of  the  co'untx'’y.  Hie  increases  ranged  from  2 
percent  in  the  South  Central  Region  to  12  percent  in  both  the  South  xAtlantic  and 
the  Pacific.  Production  vas  10  percent  above  average  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region, 
vhere  all  states  contributed  to  the  increase.  Output  vas  up  6 percent  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  10  percent  in  Nev  York.  Moderate  to  sharp  gains  in  the  East  North  Central 
States  netted  the  region  a 9 percent  increase . Production  vas  up  5 percent  in  the 
West  North  Central  States  and  11  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Output  in  California  vas 
12  percent  above  avers.ge.

Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  in  August  vas  estimated  at 
18,650; 000  gallons/^e  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  7 percent  larger 
than  in  August  1959  and  ^3  percent  greater  than  the  195^-58  average  for  the  month. 
The  January- August  total  production  this  year  of  104,790,000  gallons  vas  7 percent 
above  that  of  the  first  8 months  last  year  and  42  percent  over  the  1954-58  average 
for  this  period. 

Compai'ed  vith  August  last  year,  production  vas  more  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  Atlantic,  vhere  it  vas  less . Production  declined  3 percent  from  July  to 
August  this  year,  compared  vith  6 percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  4 percent 
on  the  average  in  the  previous  5 -year  period.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  sherbet  in  August  vas  estimated  at  5^435^000  gallons.  This  vas 
5 percent  more  than  in  August  last  year  and  I3  percent  greater  than  the  1954-58 
average  for  the  month.  Increases  from  a year  ago  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  Atlantic  and  the  West  North  Central.  The  January- August  total  this  year  of 
31^175^000  gallons  vas  up  2 percent  from  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  12 
percent  from  the  1954-58  average. 

The  decline  from  July  to  August  this  year  of  5 percent  vas  considerably  less 
than  both  the  I3 -percent  seasonal  decrease  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  the  14- 
percent  average  drop  in  the  1954-58  period.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  regions  ex- 
cept the  East  North  Central  and  the  Pacific.

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Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils  other 
than  railhfat  in  August,  estimated  at  5^395^000  gal.lons,  vas  percent  larger  than 
in  August  1959^  "the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Output  vas  36  percent  greater 
than  the  5 -year,  195 ^->8^  average  for  the  month.  Hie  cumulative  January’'  - August 
total  vas  32,9^5^000  gallons:  up  8 percent  from  the  corresponding  period  last  year 
and  33  percent  from  the  195^-58  average. 

Compared  vith  August  195 9^  production  vas  less  in  Oklahoma,  Alabama,  and 
Indiana.  Increases  vere  shovn  in  all  other  important  Mellorine -producing  states. 
These  vere  especially  sharp  in  Arkansas,  Oregon,  and  California. 

Production  gained  8 percent  from  July,  in  contrast  x;ith  a decrease  of  6 percent 
from  July  to  August  last  year  and  a k percent  average  decline  in  the  previous  5- 
year  period.

Production  of  vater  ices  in  the  United  States  in  August  vas  estimated  at 

4.630.000  gallons.  This  vas  2 percent  less  than  in  August  last  year,  but  vas  20  per- 
cent more  than  the  1954-58  average  for  the  month.  The  January- August  total  of 

27.415.000  gallons  this  year  vas  6 percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
in  19599  but  vas  I6  percent  greater  than  the  5 -year  average. 

Water  ice  production  declined  from  August  last  year  in  all  regions  of  the 
country  except  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  West,  vhere  it  increased.  The  seasonal 


decline  from  July  this  year  vas  I3  percent,  compared  vith  I7  percent  in  1959  aJ^d  22 
jjercent  on  the  average  in  the  period  1954-58.
